Directors of Santa Ynez W ater Conservation District, yesterday called 
on the Bureau of Recalamation to complete the Lompoc Dam and 
Reservoir feasibility report without the controversial flood control 
proposals, and without further cost to the county. 
Hopefully this could be accomplished by the end of the year or before 
the county must commit itself on the delivery of state project water, the 
directors said A 20-man county wide committee has been working on 
linaneial aspects of the state program to assist the county water agency 
in decisions that must be made next spring. 
The request to the bureau came from Director R .B. McClellan. Before 
deciding on the wording. McClellan said, “ We know all we need to know 
about the Santa Ynez River, so let s stop spending money and ask the 
bureau to finish the report." Hopefully, he said the final steps would 
result in a significant reduction of the total cost of the revised project. 
Experts have estimated that the Lompoc area including Vandenberg Air 
Force Base will need both state water and supplies from Lompoc 
reservoir in the years to come. 
Some days ago a bureau official said government engineers had 
decided that flood control of about 125.000 acre feet as recommended in 
the current report was not economically feasible.

Bucher hopes to stay 
in Navy despite blasts

released from captivity in 
North Korea.

Bucher 
took 
leave

came to Washington where 
he spent two hours in the 
Pentagon book store one da\ 
autographing copies for long 
lines ot the curious 
He was unable to resist 
the temptation to inscribe

bought by uniformed Army 
and Air Force officers 
in an interview with UPI. 
Bucher said a combination 
ot 
in c o m p e te n t

officers and a bureaucrat \ 
that would not bend led to 
the capture of the Pueblo 
and its 83 officers and men

Bucher said

The system requires only 
minimal space in each school for 
small refrigerators for storing the 
foods, and compact ovens to as­ 
sure that it’s served fresh piping 
hot. This means that many older 
school buildings which have no 
kitchens can now serve lunches to 
all students Even more important 
in this day of high school costs and 
taxes, convenience lunch service 
eliminates the need for expensive 
kitchens in new schools, saving as 
much as $250,000 in construction 
costs and making that valuable 
space available for educational 
uses, such as laboratories, li­ 
braries, classrooms, or recreation­ 
al facilities 


The United States Department 
of Agriculture is helping with this 
new kind of school lunch service 
Traditionally, the USDA has pro­ 
vided lunch funds for schools serv­ 
ing the so-called USDA 
Type A ” 
lunch, which meets certain nutri­ 
tional and balanced diet require­ 
ments 
Recently, the USDA has 
offered the same funds to schools 
serving convenience lunches which 
meet the Type A standards and has 
gone a step further by offering 
funds to schools which buy con­ 
venience lunches from outside 
caterers, again provided that the 
lunches meet U SD A standards. 
This development permits school 
systems to take advantage of the 
new system without even the ne­ 
cessity for a central commissary. 


Menus available through this 
convenience of pre-packaged sys­ 
tem for school lunches are almost 
limitless, ranging from ravioli and 
chili con carne to chicken and 
dumplings The heart of the sys­ 
tem is the use of heavy aluminum 
foil trays for the food. These alu­ 
minum trays permit food to be 
prepared, pre-cooked, frozen, 
stored, transported, reheated, and 
served without ever removing it 
from the original containers. 


At the elementary school level, 
lunches served this way are usu­ 
ally pre-packaged in individual 
portions in small compartmented 
aluminum foil trays, assuring that 
each pupil gets the required foods 
and portions 
For high schools 
using cafeteria service, the food is 
usually prepared and delivered in 
’’steam table size’’ foil pans, 
which go right to the serving line 
Many colleges use the same sys­ 
tem 


Flexibility is another key to the 
low-cost lunch systems now gain­ 
ing popularity in public, private, 
and parochial schools 
A school 
system may install its own central 
commissary to handle all schools, 
may purchase foods from outside 
caterers without any need for a 
central kitchen, or as some school 
systems have done, convert exist­ 
ing large school kitchens into cen­ 
tral kitchens preparing all the 
lunches for a number of surround­ 
ing schools 


Any way you look at it, the new 
trend to pre-packaged or conven­ 
ience school lunch feeding is bring­ 
ing better lunches to more children 
at lower cost 


Among cities where such sys­ 
tems are in large scale operations 
are Philadelphia, Indianapolis, and 
Akron, Ohio, as well as many 
smaller cities such as Bremerton, 
Washington, 
Livonia, Michigan; 
Smithtown, New York, and the 
Watts school d istrict in Los 
Angeles

Baseball Nufs 
Moment of Glory

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
President Nixon’s son-in-law has been the target of pro­ 
fuse sarcasm recently because of his fondness for baseball 
statistics. 
“I have met and talked with David Eisenhower,” waxed 
broadcaster Howard Cosell, “and I can tell you, ladies and 
gentlemen, this young man knows who played third base 
for the Pittsburgh Pirates in 1923.” 
It has come to this, then? That David Eisenhower—Ike’s 
grandson, whose harshest oath is “aw, shucks!” and who 
still says “gosh!” instead of “groovy!”—that this young 
man should come to ridicule because he likes baseball? 
Unfair, unfair—or, as we say in baseball, foul. 
True, the value of baseball studies has been demeaned 
by some persons who devote their lives to important things 
like collecting China horses and fruit fly specimens. 
“Knowin’ all about baseball,” said folk philosopher Abe 
Martin, “is just about as p r o f i t a b l e as being a good 
whittler.” 
But it also is true that worthy men such as Sinclair 
Lewis have said baseball, like the Republican party, is of 
eternal importance. 
Here, plainly, is a subject for furious debate. 
To begin with, it must be pointed out that baseball, un­ 
like most things people are crazy about, is a cerebral 
sport and lends itself to considerable intellectual satis­ 
faction. There is something in knowing what red-headed, 
left-handed pitcher left the most men on base in 1944 that 
enables a man to sneer at adversity and bite misfortune on 
the hand. 
Also, if a man loves baseball long enough, the rewards 
are vast. He becomes an Authority. Women stand in awe 
of him. Little boys ask for his autograph. Gamblers pay 
for his advice. And, if he’s very lucky, one day he experi­ 
ences the joy of catching a foul ball. 
David Eisenhower, of course, has never caught a foul 
ball. He is working for the Washington Senators this sum­ 
mer-keeping statistics—and living. in the White House 
with his wife. If he wants a baseball, the Senators will give 
him one. But it’s not the same thing and he knows it. 
For the sincere baseball scholar, there is no greater joy 
than catching a foul ball. It can be equated with a dog 
lover’s thrill at watching Lassie frighten off an elephant. 
Once long ago, a boy took his three-fingered Puddin’ 
Head Jones model fielder’s glove to Crosley Field in Cin­ 
cinnati and prayed that Big Klu or Johnny' Temple would 
strike a baseball toward him. What a play he’d make! 
What thunderous applause and shrieks would boil from 
the crowd! “Just one,” he said, poking the pocket of his 
glove with his right hand and gritting his teeth. “Just one.” 
Now, years later, he sat behind home plate in RFK 
Stadium, just to the right of the net that sometimes keeps 
foul balls from going into the stands. The kids in Cincinnati 
used to go, “O-o-o-e-e-ep-p-p!’’ when balls rolled down that 
net, but they don’t do that any more. 
He sits there, watching massive Frank Howard of the 
Senators swish his bat back and forth, waiting for the pitch. 
Baseball is such a beautiful thing: green grass, white 
bases, red dirt, the shortstop poised with his legs spread 
stiffly and hands hanging, the twirling pitcher, the hollow 
crack of the bat and the white pellet . . . rising in the 
black night, arching, shimmering in floodlights and 
what’s this?

Our growing awareness of the environmental crisis we 
have brought upon ourselves with our technology has had 
a curious side effect. 
The American Indian - the dead and vanished one. not 
the living one relegated to the backwaters of civilization 
- has re-emerged as a sort of folk hero and model whose 
way ot life, it is suggested, we ought to try (<> return to. 
The red man lived on this continent for ten> of 
thousands of s ears before the white man < anie. we are 
told, yet it was as unspoiled a> it was before the Indian 
himself crossed over from Asia between the last Ice 
Ages. 
The red man lived in harmony with nature, we are 
told, adapting himself to his environment. He felt a 
kinship with all living things. He was in some ways more 
ot a practicing Christian than those who self-righteously 
ousted him from his home. 
Some of our hippies, in their rejection of hectic- 
modern society, have gone back to the land and have 
adopted life-styles similar to that of the Indian, complete 
to beads, feathers and magic. 
But while the Indian certainh deserves this tardy 
appreciation of his character, and while he had mam 
admirable qualities worthv ol imitation, it would be a 
mistake to romanticize the Indian to the point where we 
consider him altogether noble and the white m an's 
displacing him an unmitigated tragedy. 
The Indian did not so much live in harmony with 
nature as exist at its mercy. He did not despoil his 
environment on any significant scale simply because he 
lacked the power to do so. 
The Indian did not practice conservation, nor did he 
need to. He hunted game until it was depleted, then 
moved on to new hunting grounds, fighting wars with his 
own kind tor control of them 
He practiced the wasteful method of sometimes 
setting whole forests on fire to drive game into a small

area, killing more animals than he could possible use. 
He 
farmed 
his 
fields 
until 
their 
fertility 
was 
exhausted, then abandoned them and moved to a new 
location in. for him. an inexhaustible wilderness. 
As for his reverence for life, this did not stop him from 
depopulating huge areas of beavers and other fur- 
bearing animals to satisfy the insatiable demands of the 
European fur traders. 
Indeed, the tin trade epitomizes what was really 
tragic about the meeting of red man and white - that both 
races took drom the other and gave to the other the 
worst qualities of each. From the Indian the white man 
learned scalping and >avagery; from the white man the 
Indian learned greed and debauchers. 


Vet even when the Indian is "derom anticized." there 
rem ains a basic character modern Americans could do 
worse than to emulate land in the doing perhaps begin to 
deliver some long overdue justice to the Indian's 
neglected descendants >. 
It is time we took from the Indian one last thing, the 
first thing he willingh offered us in the beginning - his 
abiding sense of oneness with the earth and all its 
creatures. 
Every part ol this soil is sacred 
said Chief Sealth. 
of Seattle, 
more than a century ago. a notable friend of 
the white man after whom the city ol Seattle was named. 


"Every hillside, every valley, every plain and grove 
has been hallowed b\ some sad or happy event in da\> 
long vanished...When your children's children think 
themselves along in the field, the store, the shop, upon 
the highw a\. or in the silence of the pathless woods, they 
will not be alone.. At night when the streets of your cities 
and villages are silent and you think them deserted, they 
will throng with the returning hosts that once filled and 
still love this beautiful land. 
"The white man will never be alone."

You should not at this stage be 
worrying about SALT, Semyonov is 
said to have replied. The imminent 
danger is the Middle East, where a

William P. Rogers’ Middle East 
peace initiative. 
Semyonov 's response, as reported 
by Western diplomats, is

Minister Andrei Gromyko, is not 
only a skilled diplomat but he knows 
the United States from first-hand 
experience. He has repeatedly sat 
opposite 
high-ranking 
American 
officials in the negotiations leading 
up to the nuclear test ban and the 
nonproliferation treaties. 
When the SALT talks were in the 
preparatory 
stage 
a 
year 
ago. 
American 
officials 
hoped 
that 
Kuznetsov would head the Russian 
delegation They had respect for his 
expertise and for his shrewd sense 
of the realities ol what was sure to 
be a long drawn out and immensely 
complex test ot wills. But Kuznetsov 
was 
chairman 
ol 
the 
Soviet 
Delegation in Peking trying to avert 
an 
open conflict with Red China 
< er the inflamed border dispute 
that had brought the two Communist 
giants close to open war. 
He could not be spared for Vienna. 
But the word here is that Kuznetsov 
will 
not 
return to Peking. The 
dickering 
with 
Red 
China 
was 
t r a i l e d 
off 
m o r e 
or 
l es s 
inconclusively, with the propaganda 
war flaring up now and then. 
In 
the United States in 
1931. 
Kuznetsov studied metallurgy at the 
Carnegie Institute of Technology, 
where 
he 
received 
a 
m aster's 
degree. 
During his stay in this 
country, 
he 
worked 
in 
several 
industrial plants 
In a stint in the 
Ford Motor Company’s open hearth 
division at the River Rouge plant in 
Detroit, he learned a lot about 
A m e r i c a n 
m a s s 
p r o d u c t i o n 
techniques. 
The fact, it it is borne out in 
November, that Moscow will be 
sending the No. 1 negotiator to the 
strategic arm s talks is taken by 
many diplomats here as one more 
sign that the Kremlin is seeking a 
broad base for coexistence with the 
w'est. W hatevtr the truth may have 
been 
in 
the 
speculation 
over 
differences on long-range policy, the 
coexistence faction appears to have 


come out for the time being on top. 


In his conjecture, and it must be 
that, great weight is given to the 
Bonn-Moscow Treaty. The cold war 
warriors shake their heads and 
suspect the worst — a trick to con 
the west into complacency and open 
the way to erode, and sooner or later 
destroy, western rights in Berlin 
and 
fo re c lo s e 
any 
p o ssib le 
unification of the two Germanys. 
The fear that without the threat of 
Russian military might the west 
will fall into disunity goes very 
deep. It has come down as an article 
of faith in the cold war litany. 


But this could be one of those 
great turning points in history when 
the past is left behind and the 
prospect of hope long deferred for a 
new kind of world comes close to 
realization. 
P resid en t 
Nixon 
sounded this note in his inaugural 


address in these memorable words: 
"After a period of confrontation, 
we 
are 
entering 
an 
e ra 
of 
negotiation . . . those who would be 
our adversaries, let us invite to a 
peaceful 
competition 
— 
not 
in 
conqueri ng 
te rrito ry 
but 
in 
enriching the life of man. " 
Once 
before 
under 
another 
Republican President, Dwight I). 
Eisenhower, this prospect glowed 
for a m oment on the distant horizon. 
The 
Eisenhower 
initiative 
that 
resulted 
in 
Nikita 
Khrushchev’s 
visit to this country ended with the 
tragic accident of the U-2 spy plane 
shot down over Sverdlovsk. 
Another accident, an explosion of 
some sort, prem editated or a grim 
mishap, could finish the present 
prospect. On both sides of the great 
divide, powerful forces resist any 
shift in the postures of the cold war.
